JOE PATERNO WAS AMONG LEADERS WHO 
COVERED UP SEXUAL ABUSE, REPORT SAYS

PHILADELPHIA Penn State leaders including former President Gra- 
ham Spanier and late football coach Joe Paterno covered up Jerry 
Sandusky’s child sexual abuse for years to save the reputation of the 
school and its multimillon-dollar football program, former FBI di- 
rector Louis Freeh said Thursday. 

Their failure to stop Sandusky allowed the former assistant coach 
to continue luring victims for more than a decade, Freeh said after 
an eight-month investigation of the handling of the case commis- 
sioned by Pennsylvania State University trustees. 

Sandusky, 68, was convicted last month of sexually abusing 10 
boys over 15 years. 

“Our most saddening and sobering finding is the total disregard 
for the safety and welfare of Sandusky’s child victims by the most 
senior leaders at Penn State,” Freeh said in a statement on his team’s 
findings. 

“In order to avoid the consequences of bad publicity, the most 
powerful leaders at Penn State University ... repeatedly concealed 
critical facts relating to Sandusky’s child abuse.” 

Freeh also criticized the board that hired him, saying it failed to hold 
senior leaders accountable and declined to act after seeing a March 
201 media report about allegations against Sandusky. The 267-page 
report could influence Penn State as it prepares for potential civil law- 
suits. The university already has invited victims to try to resolve claims 
against the school. 

The report also could shed light on any criminal liability for two 
university officials charged with perjury and failing to report what 
they knew about Sandusky. Both have pleaded not guilty. 

Sandusky, the defensive coach who helped turn Penn State into a 
perennial powerhouse under Paterno, was convicted on June 22 of 
45 counts of child molestation involving 10 boys over 15 years and 
awaits sentencing, facing up to 373 years in prison. 

The grand jury charges against Sandusky in November prompted 
the firing of Spanier and Paterno, the legendary “JoePa” who won 
more games than any other major college football coach. Paterno 
died two months later of lung cancer at age 85.

Why is Target refusing album? 


LOS ANGELES Frank Ocean’s album “Channel 
Orange” already is one of the most widely dis- 
cussed and highly praised albums of the year, 
but don’t look to buy it at a Target store when 
the physical CD is released next week. 

The Minneapolis-based retail giant has an- 
nounced it won't stock the album, which has 
generated massive interest since the R&B 
singer revealed recently that some songs were 
inspired by a gay relationship he once had. 

But after initially suggesting that Target’s de- 
cision may have been related to Ocean’s sexual 
orientation, his manager, Christian Clancy, has 
backed down and said Target’s decision was 
a response to the release of Ocean’s album a 
week early in digital form exclusively on iTunes.

Could the days of trying to cram all your profes- 
sional accomplishments onto a single sheet of 
paper be a thing of the past? 

Some job experts say we’re already there. With 
news that Facebook might be joining the ranks 
of online-employment brokers, it’s looking more 
and more like the old-fashioned resume might 
be growing obsolete. 

Facebook plans to launch its own jobs board, 
working with some existing sites to let users 
search listings, the Wall Street Journal is report- 
ing. Yes, that’s right: People may be looking 
for jobs on the same site where photos of their 
youthful indiscretions could turn off potential 
employers. 

It’s not certain whether such a Facebook fea- 
ture will pan out (Facebook isn’t commenting, 
and the Journal cites unnamed sources). But in 


many ways, we’re already in a post-resume era. 

What hiring manager is going to make a deci- 
sion based on an e-mail attachment when they 
can browse your LinkedIn and Facebook pro- 
files, read the gory details in your blog and hit 
Google to find out more about you—good or 
bad—all in one sitting? 

And paper resumes? Forget it. Between desk 
tops, laptops, tablets and smartphones, some 
hiring experts say there’s little reason to peruse a 
dead-tree summary of someone’s career anymore. 

“IT don’t ever have anybody come in and hand 
me a paper resume,” said Gretchen Gunn, a prin- 
cipal at MGD Services, a staffing firm in Stock- 
ton, N,J. “Ten years ago, your fax machine was 
loaded when you came in in the morning. Not 
anymore.” 

Gunn blogged about the trend in January, 
writing that when someone hands her a paper

WHAT IS IT? 

Libor is short for the London 
Interbank Offered Rate, a mea- 
sure of the cost of borrowing 
between banks and a crucial 
benchmark for interest rates 
worldwide. It’s actually a collec- 
tion of rates generated for 

10 currencies across 15 different 
time periods, ranging from one 
day to one year. 


WHY DOES IT MATTER? 
Libor is the world’s most im- 
portant benchmark for inter- 
est rates. Roughly $10 trillion 

in loans—including credit card 
rates, car loans, student loans 
and adjustable-rate mortgages 
—as well as some $350 trillion in 
derivatives are tied to Libor. 


SO WHAT? 

If Libor goes up, your monthly 
interest rate payments may go 
up with it. If it goes down, some 
borrowers will enjoy lower inter- 
est rates, but mutual funds and 
pensions with investments in 
Libor-based securities will earn 
less in interest.

After a long wait, Mike and Patrick Sheerin are 
finally cooking at Trenchermen in Wicker Park

When I first heard the word “Trencher- 773-661-1540 
Already hot 


man,” it was way back in September 
2010. Mike Sheerin had just said goodbye 
to his gig as chef de cuisine at Blackbird 
and announced that he would look for investors for this new, curiously named 
restaurant. 

In the 22 months since, Sheerin’s been busy creating a menu for Trenchermen 
that nails what he describes as “creative, seasonal new American” food. He spent 
time in the kitchen at Munster, Ind.’s Three Floyds Brewery, then picked up 
another chef—his brother Patrick Sheerin, formerly of The Signature Room—to 
work with him on the new restaurant, and then changed the name to Trencher- 
men to reflect the team spirit. After the brothers whetted everyone’s appetite 
with pop-up dinners that began nearly nine months ago, Trenchermen’s opening 
date was pushed back again and again. Was this place ever going to open already? 

At the tail end of June, a casual tweet from Patrick Sheerin tipped off fans that 
the brothers were ready to get cooking. As I walked through the doors during 
opening week, I had just one new question on my mind: Would it be worth the 
wait?

What’s in aname? 

trencheereman (noun) A person who enjoys food. 

“It refers to a hearty eater; that’s the actual definition, and we want people to eat and drink 
a lot,” Mike Sheerin said. “It also translates to the fact that the space used to be an old bath 
house where politicians and gangsters used to meet. We want it to be known as a place 
where you can gather with friends and eat and drink to your heart’s content.” 


First things first: Order a drink 


I was eager to dig into the Sheerin brothers’ 
food, but as soon as I sat down, there was no 
overlooking the cocktail list. Mixologist Tona 
Palomino hails from WD-50, one of New 
York City’s most progressive restaurants, and 
he’s clearly more than comfortable 

pairing bold drinks with equally 

ambitious food. On the 
boozy side, the Desper- 

ate Vesper ($12), made 

with gin, lillet blanc and 
Malort, could scare most 
people away (If you've ever 
had a shot of Malort, you’re 
likely not to have a second). " 
But my face didn’t contort in 

agony after the first sip; in fact, 

it twisted into a smile when I 
realized that Malort, sipped in a 
restrained way, can actually balance 
out a sweeter cocktail with its bitterness. 

On the more mellow side, the Green Hornet 
($12), a simple gin and tonic made with celery 
juice and celery bitters, was one of the most 
refreshing drinks I’ve tried so far this summer. 
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This isn’t small plates 

How many times have you heard a server 
start your meal by saying, “Our menu is meant 
for sharing ...”? Not at Trenchermen. It was 
hard not to over-order from Trenchermen’s 
more traditionally structured menu, but my 
server wisely suggested ordering one main 
course and one or two appetizers per person. 
The most enjoyable starters were the quirky, 
eclectic dishes that played with my percep- 
tion. Pickle tots ($10) have the crunchy-soft 
contrast I craved from a tater tot, but briny 
flecks of pickle and red onion yogurt sauce 
added enough tang to offset the fried potato. 
Sepia noodles ($12) were thin and chewy like 
perfectly al dente pasta, but actually are made 
of strips of cuttlefish, similar to calamari. 
Though sweetbreads ($15) don’t scream 
summer, I fought my date for the last bites 

of these smooth, rich nuggets, served with

gy Hornet 


Chinese-leaning lime-dressed carrots and 
smoky black garlic puree. 


Embrace the eccentricity 
Entrees are equally as creative as the start- 
ers, but there’s not a hint of cuteness on the 
plate. This is serious food, clearly cooked 
by dudes with appetites. My Pekin 
duck ($24) arrived as two gener- 
ous slices of moist but not fatty 
breast meat, complemented 
by a sweet-and-sour duo of 
red bean paste and preserved 
rhubarb. Pork belly may still be 
the new bacon, but Trencher- 
men’s version ($25) isn’t a trendy 
copycat. Tropical flavors of coconut 
and banana, along with fresh sugar 
snap peas, keep it firmly in summer 
territory. 


Take it aaaall in 

You're going to be full after this meal, so 

sit back, get comfy and check out some of 
Trenchermen’s cool details. This space, which 
used to be the restaurant Spring, originally 
was a bath house, and the restaurant’s designer 
incorporated some of that vintage tile work 

in to the subtly steampunk design. Huge 
leaded glass light fixtures are the focal point of 
the dining room, but it’s worth scanning the 
shadows for touches such as a potbelly stove, 
antique espresso machine and plush jewel- 
tone upholstery. 


Bottom line: 

With Trenchermen’s intricate menu, thought- 
ful design and high expectations, it’s clear why 
the Sheerins and crew needed extra time to 
prepare. Now that they’re finally open, the 
kitchen and bar are firing on all cylinders. 
Mark this down as the reason your mom used 
to remind you of the old saying, “Patience is a 
virtue.”

threatened by a third party unfolds on screen 
roughly 20 times per year, tremendous work 
from Williams, Kirby and a continually im- 
proving Rogen highlight the delicate stakes 
and terms of each relationship. 

A late sequence goes too far in suggesting 
the fleeting nature of experimentation, but 
the movie, which also includes an effective 
performance from Sarah Silverman as Lou’s 
recovering alcoholic sister Geraldine, uncov- 
ers the moments that feel wrong when they 
used to be right, and right even when they 
should be wrong. The characters make adult 


decisions and mistakes. 

New things get old, a group of older wom- 
en tells Margot and Geraldine in the shower 
after a swimming exercise class. Yet Margot, 
numb to the relaxed rhythms of her mar- 
riage, finds comfort in the now with Daniel, 
as if she’s not cheating just because she draws 
a progressively shaky line in the physical 
sand. What she learns, what we all learn at 
some point, is that anyone can wonder. Not 
everyone can resist.

Cheap-looking and ponderous beyond 
belief, “Drunkboat” features teenagers 
acting like 7-year-olds and a stunningly false 
scene in which neighborhood kids suddenly 
appear to help Abe push his boat. Contrived 
and exhausting don’t begin to summarize 
this inert disaster, which I first saw in 
advance of the 2010 Chicago International 
Film Festival. I watched it again last week- 
end.
